MAY - BE SINGING FISHES. 

A Phenomenon of the Sea Which Is in¬ 
teresting and Mysterious. -. 

Here is an account of a phenomenon 
of the Pascagoula river in Mississippi; 
to which, ahhongh it is not generally 
known,-the attention of naturalists has 
been called on account of its lhystery. 
At times very remarkable sounds are 
heard at the mouth dif tliis river. The 
local fishermen say that it is “the spirits 
singing under the water; ” It is a mur¬ 
muring sound, which rises gradually 
and then falls, to a lower tone. The 
musio ceases when the waters are dis- 
turbed r and'when they are quiet it be-" 
gins again. i, ;' ■ " 

Several explanations have been Offered 
as to the origin and cause of the myste¬ 
rious sounds of the Pascagoula* The; 
most satisfactory theory is that the 
sounds are produced by a species of fish 
in some unknown way. Professor G. 
Brown Goode, who is an authority on 
fishes and fish life, thinks that the drum- 
fish may cause the sounds in question. _ 

Instances of peculiar sounds, being 
heard at sea and ascribed to fishes are 
not uncommon, as the following exam¬ 
ples will show: 

In 1824, when Lieutenant White of 
the American navy was at-the month of 
a river in Cambodia, he and his crew 
were surprised by unusual sounds. He 
described the noises as a mixture of the 
bass of an orgtm, the ringing of bells, 
the guttural cries of a large frog and the 
tones of an imnr&nse harp. The natives 
said that the sounds were produced by a 
school of a certain kind of/ish. ... 

Dr. Buist, 1847, reported that a party 
of people in a boat *on the waters in <r 
Bombay heard strange sounds,- wkioh 
the natives held to; ■ be caused by fish. 
The well known English traveler. Sir J. 
Emerson Tennent, heard, similar sounds 
from the lake of Batticaloa in Ceylon, 
and here again the natives claimed that 
fishes made the sounds. Several corre¬ 
spondents of newspapers have reported 
having heard sounds which were pro¬ 
duced by fishes. One writer in th8 Lon¬ 
don Field, 1867, avers that in the har¬ 
bor at Greytown, Nicaragua, he was 
haunted at night- by these mysterious 
sounds. Another in the same paper tells 
of musical.sounds which he heard in the 
Tavoy river. Other instances of more 
recent date might be mentioned. 

From all the accounts given we may 
draw some interesting conclusions. 
Thus it seems that the sounds are al¬ 
most always heard on shipboard, though- 
Charles Kingsley once heard them at 
Trinidad*from the shore; that they are 
usually heard in tropical regions; that 
they are more often heard at night than 
at any other time; that they are com¬ 
monly heard at the month of rivers, as 
at the mouth of the Pascagoula,'and’ 
that they have been reported from far 
distant places in America, Europe and 
Asia.—Our Animal Friends. 

Praises the Bicycle. 

It seems to be coming—scientific ap¬ 
proval—in all directions. Dr. Cham- 
poniere, member of the Academy of 
Medicine, has' made observations on 
Frenchwomen who have used the wheel, 
and he finds they are better performers, 
than men, learning more easily and 
with less purposeless expenditure of 
force. Ho finds a marked increase in the 
amount of muscle developed all over the 
trunk of the body, especially about the 
torso. The lung capacity is increased, 
full, healthy action of the heart is re¬ 
stored and the deposition of fat is avoid¬ 
ed. The doctor asserts that he can detect 
infallibly the Ionian who uses the 
wheel, from her sisters when they Cross 
the streets.’ One proceeds with self con¬ 
fidence and ease when the other dodges 
and invites: disaster. He then examines 
the mental discipline afforded by the bi¬ 
cycle, and thence deduces his most strik¬ 
ing conclusions. He* finds that the wom¬ 
an’s powers of attention and observation 
are awakened in an extraordinary de¬ 
gree, or rather that these powers, with 
which all human beings are endowed at 
birth, are saved from atrophy, which in 
both sexes is one of the most marked 
defects produced by civilization. The 
wheelwomen move with something of 
the freedom and dignity observed in 
some of the higher uncivilized races. 
The doctor disclaims any intention to 
theorize, hut at the olose of his article 
permits himself to dream of a new 
Frenchwoman as the product of the bi¬ 
cycle. 

Pigeon Roosts Fifty Years Ago. .; 

Pigeon Roost, Scott county, Ind., re- 
| ceived its name from its being the night- 
i ly rendezvous of the passenger or wild 
pigeon. These pigeons usually selected. 
some heavily wooded or elevated locali¬ 
ty for their roosting, bordering on their 
feeding grounds, which might be sever¬ 
al hundred miles in extent. The pigeons 
usually eommeiiced to arrive before sun¬ 
set and continued in increasing num¬ 
bers until after midnight. At daybreak 
the birds would begin to leave the roost, 
and on swift" wing depart for their feed¬ 
ing grounds, miles . away, returning at 
night, as stated. It may safely be said 
that these birds ranged the forests of 
Indiana from the Wabash to the Ohio, 
and extending far into Kentucky. So 
large were their roosts that they became 
localities of great interest. None was 
more famous than the one in Finley 
township, Scott county, Ind.; hence the 
name of .the settlement early established 
there—the. Pigeon Roost.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette. 

Drop Forgings. 

The machinery for drop forging is 
ponderous aud expensive, ' The plates • 
.that stamp out the forgings are in two 
sections, one of which fits into the bed 
of the. machine, and the other Is fas¬ 
tened to the arm. Together these- two 
plates have an opening tho shape of the 
desired forging. The descent of the arm 
en a piece of tool steel stamps out a 
piece of the requisite shape. After leav¬ 
ing the forging machine tho metal is in 
a rough state and has to be turned down 
on a lathe and bored out, each of which 
operations, has to be carefully done, as 
the finished "article has to be exact in 
every particular.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald. ._ .

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A NEW -WAY TO PURIFY WATER. 

Chemicals Said to Be Superior to Either 
. Boiling or Filtering. 

According to Dr. .Dupont, a physician 
of Paris, writing in Les Annales d’Hy¬ 
giene Pabliqne, a safe and effective 
method of purifying water by chemical 
action has been discovered. Dr. Dupont 
notes that hitherto the methods of puri¬ 
fying drinking water have been by fil¬ 
tration and by tho action of heat. Fil¬ 
tration is the oldest and least effective 
method. Even filtration through porous 
porcelain-, the most, effective substance 
known, cannot always, be trusted, espe¬ 
cially after the apparatus has heen iong 
in use. Dr. Dupont does not assert that 
boiling fails to destroy noxious germs, 
but he says that it often leaves in the 
water organic master that might be 
dangerous to health, and that boiiing 
makes water less digestible by robbing j 
it of its gases. He instances a case in 
which water from the Seine was found 
after boiling to contain more microbes 
than before. ~ " j 

M. Girar, director of the municipal 
laboratory of Paris, and Dr. Bordas, a 
pupil of Professor Brouardel, have re¬ 
cently presented to the Academy of 
Sciences, through the chemist Friedel, 
a communication on the purification of 
water by chemical action. The chemic¬ 
als used are permanganate of lime and 
binoxide of manganese. The permanga¬ 
nate of lime, coming in contact with or¬ 
ganic matter and micro orga'nisms, de¬ 
stroys them and decomposes itself into 1 
oxygen, oxide of manganese and lime. 
Then, to carry'off the surplus of per- 
mangauato and complete the purifica¬ 
tion, the-water is poured over binoxide 
of manganese. Oxygen iu the nascent, 
state is thus freod, and it burns up any 
remaining germs. Thereremain then in 
the apparatus inferior oxides of manga¬ 
nese, which hasten to reoxidize them¬ 
selves and furnish again a certain quan- “ 
tity of binoxide 6f manganese. The wa¬ 
ter, as thus finally purified, contains a j 
little lime in the form of a bicarbonate J 
and traces of oxygenated water. 

A very small quantity of permanga¬ 
nate of lime is used in this process. 
Not more than 1.3 grains troy to 
about a quart of water taken from the 
Seine at a point near Paris resulted in 
the production of perfectly pure water 
as wholesome as spring water. Dr. Du¬ 
pont says that if the process can be made 
successful on a large scale .the question ■ 
of purifying water is settled. Watei - 
containing 106,000 colonies of microbes 
per cubit centimeter can thus- be puri¬ 
fied, and ice placed ta water with per- 
| manganate of lime is also quickly ster- ..
